PROTEST ARREST 
OF APPLE BUYER: 
HAD NO LICENSE 


Blaming 
“jealous" 
local 
buyers 
for informing upon Louis Feinstein, 
Chicago. Illinois, one of the largest 
buyers of apples doing basiness in 
this county, and causing his arrest. 
Adams county fruit growers rallied 
to Feinstein’s defense at a special 
meeting in Biglerville Thursday eve­ 
ning and more than a score pro­ 
mised to be on hand next Monday 
morning when Feinstein’s continued 
hearing on a charge of purchasing 
apples without a license and bond 
will be resumed before Justice of the 
Peace John C. Shealer. 
Growers 
confirmed 
Feinstein’s 
claim at the meeting that he paid 
much higher prices for apples—in 
some cases double — than large 
county 
buyers 
are 
offering. 
He 
further claimed and his statem ents 
were verified by more than a dozen 
growers that he pays cash for the 
fruit and often pays in advance. 
Feinstein wfas arrested last Fri­ 
day o'n an information laid by an 
official 
of 
the 
state 
bureau 
of 
markets who accused him of viola­ 
tion of a state law' which became 
operative January I, requiring that 
dealers in all farm products ex ­ 
cepting livestock, be licensed and 
required to post a bond of $3,000 or 
more. 
Buyers making cash 
pur­ 
chases are exempted under the act 
and growers .said Thursday evening 
that the whole Feinstein case re­ 
volves about the definition of a cash 
transaction in the fruit business. 
Say B m or s F l e d C o u n t y 
Aroused fruitmen at the meeting 
declared they know of only two 
dealers in the county who have com­ 
plied with the law Feinstein was ar­ 
rested for breaking. They asked for 
the names of those who had in­ 
formed on Feinstein. 
Instances w’ere reported to the 
meeting of large out-of-state buy­ 
ers who had come here, but left 
hurriedly after Feinstein’s arrest to 
avoid a similar lot for themselves. 
Other growers said they knew some 
buyers were afraid to come here lest 
they be arrested and brought to face 
with a maximum fine of $500 or a 
jail sentence for an offense similar 
to that alleged against Feinstein.

was 
convicted of the crime, 
and

tenced to hung. 
As Sheriff J. O. 
Magee 
placed 
the rope about his neck February 
7. 1894. 
Purvis 
cried, "I die an 
innocent man!" 
The trap was sprung but Purvis* 
, head slipped through the noose and 
he dropper to 
the ground. 
The 
sheriff wanted to rehang him. but 
spectators insisted 
Purvis already 
had been hanged once and the issue 
went to 
Hie 
governor. 
In 1898, 
Arise J McLaurin, who was elected 
with one of his campaign planks a 
pledge to pardon Purvis, freed him. 
Twenty-two years later, Purvis 
was vindicated.

400,000 WOMEN 
AND CHILDREN 
TO FLEE CANTON 


Hongkong, Oct. 14 (AP)—Prepara­ 
tions were hurried today to send 
, 400,000 women and children and the 
ij municipal and provincial govern­ 
ments into the interior from Canton 
as a new Japanese force of 40,000 
moved closer to that south China 
metropolis. 
The invading army captured Tam- 
shui. 12 miles from Bias bay where 
it landed Wednesday, and was re­ 
ported striking due west in a 20- 
mile drive to cut the important 
Canton-Kowloon railway at a point 
about 20 miles from the borders of 
this British crown colony. 
Incessant bombing and shelling 
left Tamshui in ruins. The invaders 
drove relentlessly toward the im ­ 
portant garrison city of Waichow, 
82 miles east of Canton and 35 miles 
north of Hongkong. 
Chinese resistance improved as 
the Japanese columns moved stead­ 
ily inland, but the invaders’ air­ 
planes and artillery were being used 
with crushing force. 
With the destruction of a long 
wooden bridge about 15 miles north 
of Hongkong. Canton was cut off 
completely except for the highway 
to Waichow and the water route to 
Macao.

There was no ceremonious recep­ 
tion for Chvalkovsky. No flags were 
flown. There was no guard of honor 
as on previous occasions when for­ 
eign statesmen were received. Noth­ 
ing in the city indicated that the 
envoy of a friendly neighbor country 
was being entertained. 
Hitler previously had supported 
Hungary’s territorial demands on 
Czechoslovakia an d -declined at the 
Munich conference of September 29 
to guarantee the frontiers of the re­ 
public until she had settled her mi­ 
nority disputes with both Poland and 
Hungary.
